N ew York, August 11.—A- letter 
from Rome says there are reports 
about the dying condition of two lead­ 
ing personages in the Vatican. Some 
of the opposite party are so impatient 
to have the Pope and Cardinal An- 
tonelli out of the way that they fre­ 
quently put afloat exaggerated re­ 
ports, which we disregard. 
The official journal of Rome pub­ 
lishes occasionally a report of the pro­ 
gress made in the sale of confiscated 
ecclesiastical property. 
While the 
amount disposed of from 1807, when 
the law was passed, up to the end of 
June of the present year is represented 
by the sum of four hundred and six 
million francs, the Government has 
come into possession of somewhat 
more than ninety million dollars from 
this source. 


T llto n -B o e e h e r—M o iilto n 's S ta te m e n t. 
N ew York, August 11.—The press 
is reticent to-day relative to Tilton- 
Beecher, but the general tendency of 
impression 
and 
sentiment is that 
Moulton’s statement fails to furnish 
any proof in validating the defense, 
but rather tends to confirm the latter. 
Beecher’s friends in the committee and 
his counsel, while silent, cannot con­ 
ceal the evidence of good spirits and 
mental relief. The most significant 
utterance attributed to Moulton is his 
renewed assertion that Beecher’s of­ 
fense was one which a man could for- 
§ 
ive—a wrong which could be con- 
oned; and they were forgiven and 
condoned. This, without explaining 
the offense, tends to show that there 
could be nothing inconsistent with 
Beecher’s high character. Beecher’s 
friends and counsel all scout the idea 
of listening to any compromise, and 
are growing into a conviction that the 
developments tend to show attempts 
by some of the mutual friends to black­ 
mail Beecher. 
It looks like an effort 
to get money to send Tilton to Eu­ 
rope. 
White, of the Investigating Com­ 
mittee, says that the delay in the pub­ 
lication of Moulton’s statement and 
accompanying letters was for the pur­ 
pose of comparing the documents. 
Another member of the committee 
says it is plain, from looking at the 
letters in full as presented by Moul­ 
ton, that there has been a good deal of 
garbling in the extracts heretofore— 
hard garbling, indeed wicked garbling, 
as the public would see when they are 
published. 
He adds that the parts 
omitted from previous publications are 
essential to show their real meaning. 
Moulton’s own private admissions in­ 
dicate that his testimony lacks the 
evidence sustaining Tilton’s charges.

An Explanation. 
Yesterday’s H e r a l d contained the 
“ reflections of an old citizen of Los 
Angeles after visiting Santa Barbara.” 
The reflections were comparisons be­ 
tween the improvements of the two 
places named, and Los Angeles suf­ 
fered by the comparison. The “ old 
citizen” then lapses into the world of 
wonder, and wonders why Santa Bar­ 
bara should have paved streets, im­ 
proved sidewalks and fine public build­ 
ings, while Los Angeles with her 
large population and great wealth is 
noticeably deficient in these improve­ 
ments. These queries may all be an­ 
swered, though we doubt if the correct 
answers will add to our city’s credit at 
home or her reputation abroad. A sin­ 
gle item will illustrate the situation 
of affairs and clearly explain why Los 
Angeles has no more to show for her 
money—why we have not more graded 
streets and more fine public buildings: 
A little sewer on Commercial street 
not exceeding three hundred feet in 
length, made of wood and very shal­ 
low in the ground, cost the city tiventy- 
seven thousand dollars ! The contract 
price for which this work was to be 
done was less than live thousand dol­ 
lars, but careful manipulation by ex­ 
perienced manipulators, manipulated 
the taxpayers out of the enormous 
sum above-mentioned for this short 
sewer. In 1868 the municipal man­ 
agers managed to dispose of many 
hundred acres of valuable land 
owned by the city for a mere song— 
which song, we are told, some 
of the city authorities sung them­ 
selves and consequently received the 
reward. The laud was then worth ten 
or twenty times more than it sold for, 
and to-day is wortli a hundred-fold 
more than was realized from it. These 
facts explain in part why Los Angeles 
has no graded streets and elegant pub­ 
lic buildings, but there is still another 
reason for her poverty—taxation is 
not equal. The city is defrauded of 
her revenue. The poor man and man 
of moderate means are taxed for all 
they are worth. Some of our rich 
men pay taxes on a fair valuation of 
their property, but others do not. 
While a twenty thousand dollar resi­ 
dence is taxed at five thousand dol­ 
lars and while fifteen thousand dol­ 
lars worth of personal property is put 
down at five hundred dollars, the city 
cannot obtain her legitimate revenue. 
The fastening of high rates on small 
bits of property and the heavy taxa­ 
tion of men of small means will not 
make up this loss. We need not cite 
other instances. Enough has been 
shown to explain how dearly the city 
has paid for her work, and how im­ 
perfectly her revenue is collected. 
“ Old Citizen,” new citizen, anybody, 
can see why Los Angeles has only a 
few fine public buildings, and a few 
mites of graded streets. A city that 
is wronged both ways—by those who 
owe her and those she employs—can do 
but little in the way of public im­ 
provement. We trust these remarks 
will afford citizen “ G ” food for still 
further reflections. 


Coming Together. 
When told that the Methodist 
Church would split and thenceforth 
be known as the Northern Methodists 
and the Southern Methodists, H e n r y 
C l a y said the event would be the en­ 
tering wedge which would divide the 
Union. The old statesman spoke as a 
wise man but not quite as a prophet. 
The Union was harder to divide than 
he anticipated, yet the “entering 
wedge” made a frightful rent in the 
Union fabric. The Church divided 
and for a decade each section regarded 
the other more in the light of an 
enemy than of an assemblage of 
brothers in the name of the Lord. 
The world is not so bad as appearances 
sometimes indicate. These people did 
not hate each other as cordially as 
the secular masses seemed to think. 
They were wide apart it was true; 
there was a broad, deep gulf between 
them, but some of the wisest and best 
on either side had hopes of a future 
reconciliation and unity. They be­ 
lieved that faith, sincerity and char­ 
ity would bridge over and fill up the 
abyss that separated the two diver­ 
sions of their Church. The first at­ 
tempts to overcome the barrier pro­ 
duced so little effect as to almost dis­ 
courage the most sanguine. But the 
workers persevered, and after many 
mouths there was a perceptible stretch­ 
ing out of hands from both sides. 
The yearning for old friends grew 
stronger and stronger, and ministers 
from the North and South began to 
meet on neutral ground, and talk 
around the forbidden subject. As 
they warmed to each other incidental 
allusions to the old days when 
there was no North and no South, 
and when no sectional feeling 
dampened Christian sympathy; then 
the separation and its cause were cau­ 
tiously hinted at, and at last these 
people reached that stage in progress­ 
ive advancement when they spoke of 
reconciliation and unity. This was 
the work of years, but it was accom­ 
plished, and the latest fruit is the fra­ 
ternization of the camp meeting at 
Sea Cliff House, Long Island, on the 
23d of last month. There were pres­ 
ent at the reception Bishops D o g o e t t 
and K a v a n a u g h , Rev. I)r. L e e , 
Rev. Dr. P o s ia l, Rev. Dr. S a r ­ 
g e n t , of the Church South, and 
Bishop J a m e s, Rev. Drs. W h e e l ­ 
e r , D e P c y , R u st, P a l m e r , B o t- 
t o m e, C r o o k s, P o r t e r , H u n t, and 


the Revs. W. H. B o lt, In sk ip ,W e e d 
and many others of the Church North. 
The reception had a national signifi­ 
cance, as it proved conclusively that 
the sectional issues fomented before, 
and which culminated in the war, are 
issues of the dead past, and that a 
feeling of fellowship and love has 
again attained a permanent footing in 
the councils of both branches of the 
great Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Addresses were made by Bishop K a v- 
a n a u o ii, Bishop D o o g e t t, Rev. Dr. 
L e e , Rev. Dr. S a r o e x t and Rev. Dr. 
P o is a l, from the South, and by 
Bishop Jam es, Rev. Mr. B o o le and 
others from the North. The kindest 
feeling prevailed, and the desire for 
Christian unity seemed to be univer­ 
sal. 


The Lowest Bidder. 
It is a poor rule that will not work 
both ways, and we cannot see why 
public office should be made an excep­ 
tion to a rule that seems to work ad­ 
mirably when applied to almost any 
other business proposition. To illus­ 
trate: If the Board of Supervisors 
have a bit of printing to be done, 
worth at a fair price ten or twelve dol­ 
lars, they instruct the Clerk to go 
around to all the printing offices and 
get the bids of each for the work, and 
to the lowest is awarded the job, 
at a figure that would starve 
any human being but a printer to 
death. This is all right; we do not 
complain, nor will any other printing 
house in town; but why not apply the 
lowest bidder principle to the Board of 
Supervisors and to all other offices that 
pay a salary, per eentage or per diem? 
Can’t we dispose of the next vacant 
seat in the Board on the lowest bidder 
principle—to the man who will do the 
work for the lowest possible remunera­ 
tion ? Members of the Board will not, 
of course, object to a rule which they 
apply to the most insignificant trans­ 
actions. 
A l a d y correspondent inquires the 
age of Mrs. T il t o n and that of her 
children. The exact age of the lady 
we are unable to give, but suppose it 
to be between thirty-eight and forty. 
Her children are aged as follows: 
F l o r e n c e, 16; A l ic e , 14; C a r r o l l, 
11; F r a n k ie , 5. They are all intelli­ 
gent and beautiful. 
At her next election the State of 
Nevada will fill 365 offices. The pop­ 
ulation of the State is less than 40,­ 
000. 
Honl Soit Qui Mal y Pense. 
E d it o r H e r a l d :—Having noticed 
in the press of the State, a great deal 
of comment on the Beecher-Tilton 
scandal, I thought I would have a few 
words to say on the subject in the 
cause of justice. It is in keeping with 
the universal custom of the American 
press to (figuratively speaking) kick a 
man when he is down. That is as it 
should not be, for as “Fools can ask 
questions it would puzzle sages to an­ 
swer,” so evil disposed or thought­ 
less persons can accuse where it 
will take impregnable evidence to suc­ 
cessfully disprove. In this sad scan­ 
dal (for it is truly sad to every one 
who has the country’s reputation and 
national honor at heart, for it must be 
acknowledged a national disgrace,) we 
have no proof of any of the charges 
of Mr. Tilton, except his .statement. 
Yes, to be sure, we have the same (or 
nearly so) statement from two of the 
most degraded and unprincipled 
women of notoriety in America for 
what it is worth. In contradiction to 
this we have the simple denial of said 
statements by the accused, the Rev. 
Hemy;Ward Beecher,without any ex­ 
planation. When such statements 
were first made, that is to say, in the 
last eruption of this social volcano, it 
is doubtless that Mr. Beecher know­ 
ing his reputation for virtue, truth 
and veracity to be without a blemish 
(with the exception of the minute 
cloud cast upon it some two years ago 
by the notorious old interloper afore­ 
mentioned,Mrs. Woodhull), and trust­ 
ing in the justice and generosity of 
the American people, considered such 
a denial sufficient to arrest popular 
judgment until he could properly 
make such statements and explana­ 
tions as would wholly wipe this stain 
from his once fair name. But the 
press of the country with its accus­ 
tomed love of the sensational, has 
given him no chance or time for any 
legal investigation to be made, but 
with an almost universal clamor have 
called for an explanation without 
knowing themselves hardly what 
they wanted. We may truly say, 
“Father forgive them; they know not 
what they do.” That every man is 
innocent until proven guilty is a time- 
honored rule of law. Where is the 
proof in this case as yet ? Nowhere. 
No man is convicted until he has 
made his defence if he has any to 
make. I do not wish to uphold crime 
or licentiousness in any form, but I 
am in favor of giving to every one a 
fair chance before we rob them of that 
most valuable of all possessions, a 
good name; for of all robbery we can 
be guilty of, that is the most dastardly 
and cowardly. 
If a man should be accused of embez­ 
zlement and should deny it,would any 
person or persons be justified in taking 
from him the amount of the missing 
funds until he had a fair trial at law? 
Undoubtedly, no. Therefore I cannot 
see how the press or people can possi­ 
bly be justified in seeking to deprive 
a man of his good name, the value of 
which cannot be measured by “gold 
or precious stones,” before he is even 
granted the same opportunity to clear 
himself as would be accorded him if 
it was gold instead of character at 
stake. There must be a doubt in the 
mind of every person as to Beecher’s 
guilt, and he is surely entitled to the 
benefit of the doubt. What encour­ 
agement will there be for another man 
to spend a long lifetime for the good 
of humanity, in furthering every 
scheme for the deliverance of the op­ 
pressed, for aiding every benevolent 
cause and using his influence in every 
possible way for the aid of the suffer­ 
ing, of no matter what race, color, 
country or creed, if his whole life can 
be blasted by one unproven statement. 
I am in the hope this will convince 
some persons that they should at leaBt 


withhold their verdict until we have 
the whole of the case. Then, and not 
until then, will we be justified in pass­ 
ing judgment in a case involving such 
a sacred thing as the good name of un­ 
doubtedly the greatest man in the pul­ 
pit in America, If not in the world. 
Shakespeare truly says, “ who steals 
my puise steals trash; ’tls something 
—nothing; ’twas mine; 'tis his, and 
has been the slave to thousands; but 
he, that filches from me my good name, 
robs me of that, which not enriches 
him, and makes me poor, indeed.” 
But even if in the end the 
charges should be proven true, let us 
all remember that to err is human, 
and we should judge as we would be 
judged. All that is asked of the press 
and people in this case is to do as they 
would be done by. 
Hoping you will allot this a place in 
your valuable paper in justice to a 
much accused, if not much abused

Tiie Los Angeles will sail for Ran 
Francisco to-morrow. 
A hoodlum of the Mexican order 
was yesterday arrested, for injuring a 
little daughter of Mr. Maguire’s, by 
beating her with a stick. 
Major Erskine M. Ross received a 
telegram Wednesday, announcing the 
severe illness of his' mother, and will 
probably start for Virginia in a day or 
two. 
There was a lively row up in China­ 
town about i) o’clock last night, and 
two of the celestials were escorted 
down, and lodged in the cooler by the 
police. 
Messrs. Schmidt & Schneider have 
purchased eighty Iteres of timbered 
land at El Monte, and will proceed at 
once to cut the wood and place it upon 
our market. 
Golden Rule Lodge, I. O. O. F., will 
hold a meeting to-night for the pur­ 
pose of conducting initiations and the 
transaction of other business. All 
brothers in good standing are invited 
to be present.

TOBACCO. 
A l*laln-ft|M»kcn l.rll«r Irani n Man ®f 
Experience In the Baalnemt—Bather 
Severe <*n the Editor*-Some Point* 
for the Connlderntlon of Onr To­ 
bacco Company -Put thl* In Tonr 
Pipe and Smoke It. 
E d it o r H e r a l d : Having bad a 
great deal of practical experience in 
the cultivation, curing, handling and 
inspecting of tobacco in Virginia and 
Kentucky, many years ago, I have 
naturally given particular attention 
to the many articles in the journals of 
our city in regard to the effort now 
being made to grow and cure tobacco 
an the Agricultural Grounds near the 
city. The articles referred to indicate 
that editors are fearless writers—will 
write anyhow, even in danger of lay­ 
ing themselves open to a suspicion 
that they do not always understand 
their subject thoroughly. 
It will be readily admitted by the 
best - informed upon tobacco culture 
that ignorance upon that subject is 
not at all censurable ; but a persistent 
public exhibition of ignorance upon 
any subject is well calculated to cre­ 
ate an anxiety either for the sanity of 
the writer or the honesty of hia pur­ 
pose. According to newspaper ac­ 
counts, those who have not seen for 
themselves would suppose everything 
pertaining to the company’s interest 
in 
their 
tobacco 
was 
intelli­ 
gently carried on and would neces­ 
sarily bring around complete success. 
But, anyone of experience in the 
management and proper manipula­ 
tion of tobacco, is utterly astounded 
and bewildered when he witnesses the 
mode of operations adopted by the 
tobacco company, and is told that 
such will lead to success. A more 
flagrant disregard for all the laws gov­ 
erning the principles involved in the 
proper coloring and curing of tobacco, 
could scarcely be practiced were it 
under the control.of a native of the 
Frigid Zone who had never seen the 
fragrant weed grow. This is said in 
all kindness to the manager, or the 
company, for I do not have the pleas­ 
ure of knowing any one connected 
with the business, and I do not mean 
to say that they will not succeed; but 
I do mean to assert that the process of 
coloring and curing, as 1 see it adopted 
at the fair grounds, never succeeded 
in any other country. The process, 
however, is not unknown to old to- 
bacco-growers throughout the entire 
tobacco-producing belt of the Atlantic 
States. The same may be observed 
as the practice and mode adopted by 
all amateurs. People living on the 
borders of the tobacco belt gener­ 
ally grow some tobacco, and in 
some seasons 
the 
growing is 
a success, 
but they 
do 
not 
make a pound of tobacco that will be 
in condition to pass inspection. Many 
such people are induced to move into 
the midst of the tobacco-growing re­ 
gion in order to engage successfully in 
the business, when, for want of proper 
information and neglect of observa­ 
tion, the first year’s labor is invaria­ 
bly lost. They soon learn that grow­ 
ing tobacco is easy enough—as plain 
as growing a corn-stalk or a pumpkin 
vine. But to produce an article ac­ 
ceptable to the manufacturer is quite 
another thing. They find their 11 re­ 
turns” all marked “ X, lugs,” “bull’s 
eye,” etc., not even making a second 
rate article; while, on soil not so well 
adapted to its growth, neighbor 
“ Chawer,” from inferior - looking 
tobacco 
while growing, receives 
returns for lirst-rate “A No. 1 bright,” 
and gets the top price of the market. 
Then the new beginner compares notes 
with his neighbor “ Chawer" in re­ 
gard to handling, from priming to 
topping, cutting, coloring, housing, 
curing, stripping, bundling, drying, 
casing, bulking and prizing, and he 
finds that there was not nicotine 
enough in the two-thousand-pound 
hogshead which he sent to market to 
make a kitten sneeze, or for any other 
purpose. Consequently he was not 
entitled to any return for tobacco. 
Having sent shadow on rotten stems, 
his returns are for stems, and nothing 
more. 
it has been repeatedly stated in the 
newspapers that the great obstacle in 
the way of success was the difficulty 
in curing. If the mode of curing, or 
attempt, is always the same all 
over the State as that at the 
Agricultural Grounds, then it will 
always be a failure, and would be a 
failure in any portion of the globe 
where tobacco is known to grow. All 
the tobacco now cut and hung at the 
Agricultural Grounds is past redemp­ 
tion and that to be cut must inevitably 
go the same way if treated in the same 
manner, und all is lost to the com­ 
pany and to the locality as an experi­ 
ment. This loss is not on account of 
soil or climate, but is attributable al­ 
together to ignorance or wilfulness. 
I am not so uncharitable as to enter­ 
tain even a suspicion that it is the 
latter; the bungling in pruning, top­ 
ping, cutting and hanging all testify 
that it is the former. The condition 
and position of the tobacco tells the 
whole story to any old successful to­ 
bacco culturist. No attempt has been 
made to color and cure; everything is 
left to chance, and she is not without 
her fetters. 
It is perfectly safe to say that there 
is no better climate in the world in 
which to cure tobacco than California. 
In our climate tobacco can be cured 
up any desired color, from bright 
piebald to the deepest, richest brown, 
and all, too, without any patent. 
Kulp’s patent (?) will never be sold to 
any but amateur tobacco - growers. 
Every experienced, successful tobacco- 
grower will tell you that the initial 
steps necessary to a proper curing are 
instituted long before the knife is ap­ 
plied to the stalk; indeed, long before 
the stalk is ready for the knife. The 
manner of cutting is an important 
operation, and no one should beallowed 
to cut a single plant who does not un­ 
derstand it or who will not do it under 
instructions. This may appearstrange, 
but the very manner of cutting carries 
its influence into the curing, which 
any intelligent man will readily see 
anil understand when explained by 
anyone experienced in the business. 
Priming and topping also, which pre­ 
cede the cutting, exert a powerful in­ 
fluence in curing. Should the prim­ 
ing, topping and cutting be done with­ 
out a knowledge of their influence 
upon the future curing, all will be lost, 
or, at least, a very inferior article will 
be the result. 
It is to be regretted that all the nec­ 
essary steps imperative in the proper 
curing have been ignored or neglected 
at the Agricultural Grounds. It was 
hoped that much would be gained to 
our district by the praiseworthy efforts 
of the company.

Common Council Proceedings. 
T h u r s d a y , August 13th. 
Council met at the usual time with 
President Rabichi in the chair. Pres­ 
ent: Dockweiler, Gerkens, Huber, 
Workman, Valdez, Mascarel and Ra­ 
bichi. Absent: Beaudry, Chavis, De 
Cells. 
The minutes of previous meeting 
were read and approved. 
A report was presented by the Zan­ 
jero giving an account of expenditures 
made for cleaning and repairing Zan­ 
jas Nos. 2, 3, 4, 7, 8, the canal and res­ 
ervoir ditch, amounting to $338 83. 
The Zanjero requested a further ap­ 
propriation of $250 for similar pur­ 
poses. Referred to the Committee on 
Zanjas. 
The Committee on Sewers reported 
in favor of continuing the Main street 
sewer 1,000 feet further. Mr. Workman 
moved the adoption of the report and 
that the Committee on Sewers be in­ 
structed to make arrangements with 
with Mr. Mayer to construct the 
sewer as required. Carried. 
The Committee on Fire and Water 
reported adversely to the petition of 
Mr. Ramirez for exemption of his 
hay barn from the fire limits. 
Adopted. 
A petition was received from Oscar 
Macy representing that the bridge 
across the main zanja on the corner of 
Bath and Macy streets is Insufficient 
to accommodate the travel at that 
place and requesting extension of 
same. Referred to Board of Public 
Works. 
A deed from Norman C. Jones et al 
was received for certain property con­ 
demned for the opening of Kohler 
Lane. Referred to the Committee on 
Lauds. 
A notice was received from Antonio 
Palancoiny, stating that he proposes 
to make improvements on Alameda 
streets in front of his property by his 
own hired labor. Granted. 
Similar notices were received from 
Jacob Wattelecht, J. A. Morenhnut, 
S. H. Mott, Geo. O. Tiffany and L. H. 
Titus. Granted. 
A petition from property-owners on 
Fort street, between Second and 
Third, was presented, praying that the 
construction of a sewer to drain their 
property and connect with the Main 
street sewer be ordered. Referred to 
the Committee on Sewers. 
A communication was received from 
the Board of Education praying for 
the privilege of erecting a temporary 
building on the city park for school 
purposes. 
Mr. Dockweiler opposed 
the granting of petition. On motion, 
matter was referred to a special com­ 
mittee of Messrs. Huber, Workman 
and Dockweiler. 
The committee appointed for the 
purpose reported a schedule of water 
rates adopted by them to govern the 
charges of the water company for 
water consumed in the city. Placed 
on file, and, on motion, ordered that 
an ordinance be drawn in accordance 
with the provisions of report. Messrs. 
Huber, Gerkens and Mascarel were 
appointed a committee to act in con­ 
junction with the City Attorney in 
drafting said ordinance. 
Dr. McKee, the Health Officer, re­ 
ported on the subject of slaughter 
houses referred to him. He recom­ 
mended that the said slaughter 
houses within the city be allowed to 
remain, provided the owners take nec­ 
essary precautions to keep the same in 
a cleanly condition. Referred to the 
Board of Health. 
Mr. Huber called the attention of 
the Council to the lawless condition of 
Los Angeles street, and suggested that 
a special policeman be detailed to pa­ 
trol the street from ltequena to First 
streets. On motion, the matter was 
referred to the Committee on Police. 
By permission, one Harry Morton 
addressed 
the Council, bringing 
charges against a police officer for 
misconduct. Referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Police. 
A remonstrance was presented by A. 
Briswalter against the removal of the 
culvert on Main street opposite Mo­ 
ran’s lane. Referred to the Board of 
Public Works. 
A map was presented by Joseph 
Mullally in support of his application 
to purchase. Referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Lands.
